Opposition parties are call¬ 
ing on the governing NDP 
to take immediate action as 
another patient has failed to 
return to the East Coast For¬ 
ensic Hospital. 

But Justice Minister Ross 
Landry said late Monday he 
is waiting for the review of 
another incident last month 
at the Burnside facility be¬ 
fore making any changes. 

Landry is referring to the 
case of Andre Noel Denny, a 
Cape Breton man who failed 
to return from an unescorted 
leave from the hospital on 
April 16 and is now charged 
with second-degree murder 
in the killing of Halifax gay 


rights ac¬ 
tivist Ray¬ 
mond Taa- 
vel. 

In this 
most recent 
case, Amy 
Elizabeth 
Ogilvie, 21, 
was given a 
community 
leave Friday 
from 7:30 
a.m. to 9:30 p.m., but did 
not return. Halifax Regional 
Police have requested the 
public’s assistance in locat¬ 
ing her. 

“It’s a concern. It’s always 
a concern when somebody is 
not getting the health care 
that they need,” Landry said 
Monday. “These are adults, 
they’ve made choices. But 
public safety is always fore¬ 
most, while at the same time 
allowing a patient ... to be 
able to conform with the 
system and get the help that 
they can.” 

Capital Health announced 
at 4:40 p.m. Monday that po¬ 
lice were looking for Ogilvie. 


When asked why the pub¬ 
lic was not informed about 
the incident immediately, 
Landry said there’s a 72- 
hour policy before notifica¬ 
tion is required. That wasn’t 
enough for his opposition 
colleagues. 

“It’s hard to believe that 
we’re just finding out about 
this today,” said Liberal Lead¬ 
er Stephen McNeil. “The pub¬ 
lic has a right to know.” 

“My concern is both for 
the safety of the patient who 
is at large and for the public. 
We need to be informed,” 
Tory Leader Jamie Baillie 
added. 

Ogilvie was remanded 
to the hospital on June 22, 
2011, after being found not 
criminally responsible of 
an unknown offence. She 
was granted a high level of 
community access from the 
Criminal Code Review Board. 
She was allowed day passes 
with some overnights and in¬ 
direct supervision.

Dads pulls son from 
school over T-shirt 


Jesus shirt. William 
Swinimer doesn’t 
speak to media, but 
his furious father John 
sounds off 


William Swinimer returned 
to school Monday wearing the 
same T-shirt that led to his 
suspension and aroused a de¬ 
bate on religious freedom, but 
was abruptly pulled from class 
by his father who said his son 
would not take part in a dis¬ 
cussion on tolerance. 

“I walk in love, but today 
I am angry,” John Swinimer 
said outside Forest Heights 
Community School in Chester 
Basin. 

“The flower of Christianity 
can never bloom here.” 


His 19-year-old son was sus¬ 
pended last week after he re¬ 
fused to abide by a principal’s 
order to stop wearing a bright 
yellow shirt bearing the mes¬ 
sage “Life is wasted without 
Jesus.” 

He said he wouldn’t al¬ 
low William to participate in 
discussions about freedom of 
expression and religious toler¬ 
ance that provincial Education 
Department officials were 
hosting inside the school. 

“He will not attend this 
school unless they are having 
reading, writing and arith¬ 
metic — good, old-fashioned 
academics,” Swinimer said, 
waving a copy of the New Tes¬ 
tament. 

“When they’re having 
forums, when they’re hav¬ 
ing other extra-curricular 
activities, he will not attend

that school.” 

Nancy Pynch-Worthylalce, 
the superintendent for the 
South Shore Regional School 
Board, said it was unfortu¬ 
nate the Grade 12 student was 
yanked from school. 

“We’re very disappointed 
that William is not here to 
work with the other students 
and the facilitators that we 
have today so that we can 
move forward,” Pynch-Worth- 
ylalce said. 

“We’ve been trying to 
reach out to him since last 
week and during the week¬ 
end, so that’s a big disappoint¬ 
ment to us.” 

She said it was vital for the 
school to move past the con¬ 
troversy, which has triggered 
debate and attracted attention 
across the country. 

Sitting in his father’s car,

Halifax-based 
warship intercepts 
drug shipment, with 
hundreds of pounds 
of hashish seized

HMCS Charlottetown is get¬ 
ting right into the thick of 
things in its new counter¬ 
terrorism operation. 

The Halifax-based warship 
intercepted an illicit drug 
shipment in the Gulf of Aden 
on Saturday, resulting in the 
seizure of eight packages 
with a total of 600 pounds of 
hashish. 

“We’re off and running,” 
HMCS Charlottetown Cmdr. 
Wade Carter said in a phone 
interview Monday. “This 
month and next month is 
particularly busy, so there 
are lots of targets to pursue 
over here.” 

After wrapping up a three- 
month NATO-led operation 
in the Mediterranean Sea, the 
Charlottetown arrived in the 
Gulf of Aden last week. The 
ship is now working with a 
26-nation counter-narcotics 
task force in the gulf, which 
is on the west side of the Ara¬ 
bian Sea, north of Somalia. 


Out of their hands 


HMCS Charlottetown Cmdr. 
Wade Carter said inter¬ 
cepting drug shipments like 
the one over the weekend 
keeps money out of the 
hands of terrorist organiza¬ 
tions. "The profits go back 
to supporting terrorism, 
they go back in the hands of 
people like the Taliban," he 
said. "They grow this stuff 
in Pakistan and Afghanistan 
and then they ship it to 
other parts of the world. So 
the profits go back to them 
and they buy guns with it." 



On Saturday the Char¬ 
lottetown and its CH-124 Sea 
King helicopter intercepted 
two small ships exchanging 
cargo. 

The Charlottetown pur¬ 
sued the faster of the two 
vessels and witnessed the 
crew dumping the drugs into 
the water. 

“I think we recovered 
about half of (the drugs). The 


other half sank. Then we 
kept some for evidence and 
destroyed the remainder on 
(Sunday),” Carter said. 

He noted the operation 
was low in terms of danger 
to Charlottetown crew mem¬ 
bers. No weapons were fired. 

“It’s interesting over here. 
There’s quite a lot of this 


trafficking around this area 
especially this time of year, 
but they’re not belligerent,” 
Carter said. “They’re locals, 
they almost look like fish¬ 
ermen, to be honest, from 
these nations. And they’re 
transporting these cargos il¬ 
licitly. As soon as you arrive 
with a warship, you outgun 


them so heavily, they basic¬ 
ally give up.” 

Carter didn’t know for 
sure but guessed he and his 
crew of about 250 will re¬ 
main in the Gulf of Aden into 
the summer months, with a 
possible return to Halifax in 
late August or early Septem¬ 
ber. 


He also noted crew morale 
is very high, especially after 
making this drug seizure so 
early into a new operation. 

“It was a magnificent 
piece of teamwork really,” 
he said. “It was an all-ship, 
an all-aircraft, and all-intel¬ 
ligence information oper¬ 
ation.” 



Government would absorb gambling 
agency if proposed changes proceed 



The Crown corporation respon¬ 
sible for managing gambling 
in Nova Scotia would be folded 
into a government department 
under proposed changes to the 
Gaming Control Act. 

David Wilson, the com¬ 
munities, culture and heritage 
minister, says the Nova Scotia 
Gaming Corp. will become a 
division within his department 
as promised in the govern¬ 
ment’s gambling strategy re¬ 
leased last year. 


New corporation 


The new corporation is 
expected to be in place by 
early summer. 


Wilson says the change will 
give the government better 
oversight of the corporation’s 
activities and could result in 
some savings, although he 
couldn’t give a precise figure. 


Renamed the Nova Scotia 
Provincial Lotteries and Casino 
Corp., the body would have a 
new board composed of senior 
deputy ministers from govern¬ 
ment departments such as 
health and finance. 

Wilson says he doesn’t fore¬ 
see cutting all of the 17 work¬ 
ers currently employed by the 
corporation, but adds the gov¬ 
ernment will look for further 
savings as it reorganizes its 
structure, the Canadian press 


Bill. Plan to allow texts 
about bullying still intact 


The provincial government 
will move ahead as planned 
with changes to the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act, despite 
opposition and industry con¬ 
cerns. 

At issue is the provision 
in the act to allow the gov¬ 
ernment the power to send 
anti-cyberbullying messages 
to mobile customers. 

Opposition parties warned 
the provision would open 
up the door to government- 
approved messaging beamed 


directly to cellphones. The 
government pointed out that 
the legislation is worded in 
such a way as to only provide 
the message at the beginning 
of the contract, and the mes¬ 
saging is limited to respon¬ 
sible cellphone use with re¬ 
gard to cyber-bullying.

Wildlife. Kids on high alert for coyotes 


Recent coyote sightings have 
staff and students at a Sydney- 
area school on guard. 

Jeannie Stone, principal 
of Mountainview Elementary 
School, said it’s been an anx¬ 
ious time at the school, located 
in Howie Centre and backed 
by heavy woodland. “The kids 
haven’t seen them (at school) 
but we hear sounds coming 


from the woods,” she said. 

Stone said the children are 
taught what to do if they come 
into contact with wildlife. 

That’s what happened on 
April 28 when a group of six 
children could hear the howls 
of coyotes around them. 

They quickly took off run¬ 
ning down an old logging road 
to their homes. 


“One of the children threw a 
rock, hit a tree close by the ani¬ 
mals, but it didn’t seem to deter 
them,” said Andy Pyke, a wild¬ 
life technician with the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources. He 
said the animals continued to 
follow the boys, coming within 
five metres of them before the 
children escaped to the closest

NDP mulling changes 
to cyber-buflying bill 


Task-force 
suggestions. But 

government not 
expected to change 
law, despite criticism

The province will take an¬ 
other day to consider oppos¬ 
ition amendments to new 
cyber-bullying legislation. 

But in spite of criticism 
from the chair of its cyber- 
bullying task force — as 
well as from the mother of 
a Truro teenager who com¬ 
mitted suicide after being 
bullied online — it is un¬ 
likely the government will 
change the bill. 

The government mem¬ 
bers on the legislature’s 
law-amendments com¬ 
mittee took the weekend 
to consider two proposed 
changes from the Liberal 
party. 

After suggesting on Mon¬ 
day evening that they would 



not be accepting the amend¬ 
ments, the governing New 
Democrats agreed to take 
another night to examine 
three pages’ worth of sug¬ 
gestions from the Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives. 

Earlier in the day, Edu¬ 
cation Minister Ramona 
Jennex repeated that her 
department considers the 
law a foundation for further 
action. 

“This is one component,” 
she told reporters. 

“To make substantive 
legislative changes that 
do what we want them to 
do, that would affect the 
change that we want to see 
and have no unintended 
consequences ... (this) takes

a longer period of time.” 

The law has been criti¬ 
cized for lacking teeth. Pam 
Murchison, whose daughter 
Jenna died in 2011, told the 
committee they should put 
themselves in her shoes to 
understand her anger and 
frustration. 

“You just can’t shove this 
away,” Murchison said after 
her presentation. “You’ve 
got to put some meat in it 
and you’ve got to ... stand 
behind what you are say¬ 
ing.” 

The law-amendments 
committee will consider the 
issue again on Tuesday be¬ 
fore referring the bill back 
for third reading and royal 
assent. 



Dark day Murders occurred 20 years ago 


Monday marked the 20th an- 
niversaiy of the notorious 
McDonald’s murders in Cape 
Breton Island. 

On May 7, 1992, James 
Fagan, 27, Donna Warren, 22, 
and Neil Burroughs Jr., 29, 
were killed during a botched 
robbery attempt at the Syd¬ 
ney River McDonald’s fran¬ 
chise. McDonald’s worker 
Arleen MacNeil was shot and 


left permanently disabled 
with a brain injury. 

Darren Muise was 18 
when he admitted to killing 
Burroughs. 

He pleaded guilty to 
second-degree murder and 
was sentenced to life in pris¬ 
on with no possibility of par¬ 
ole for 20 years. 

Freeman MacNeil and 
Derek Wood were charged 


with first-degree murder and 
sentenced to life with no par¬ 
ole for at least 25 years. At 
the time, MacNeil was 24 and 
Wood was 19. 

Muise was granted tem¬ 
porary day parole last March. 
He is believed to be living in a 
halfway house in Quebec. It’s 
also believed that he’s pursu¬ 
ing a trade.

Israeli president 
lauds 'always positive, 
never indifferent’ Canada 


Shimon Peres thanked Ste¬ 
phen Harper for his staunch 
support of Israel, and Can¬ 
ada for its 60 years of friend¬ 
ship Monday as the Israeli 
president began a full state 
visit. 

“I sense that Canada is 
always positive, never indif¬ 
ferent, never neutral,” Peres 
said during his official wel¬ 
come by the Governor Gen¬ 
eral at Rideau Hall. 

The Nobel laureate has 
been a fixture in Israeli pol¬ 
itics since 1959, serving in 
12 cabinets and twice as 
prime minister. He is cur¬ 
rently the country’s head of 
state — a largely ceremonial 
role — but remains an influ¬ 
ential figure and a perceived 
leavening voice to hawkish 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu. 

The president’s five-day 
trip to Canada began as 
Netanyahu called an early 
national election amid talk 
of an “existential threat” to 
Israel from Iran’s nuclear 
program. 

Peres has expressed reser¬ 
vations about a pre-emptive 
strike against Iran, and his 
language upon arriving in 
Canada was that of the diplo¬ 
mat who won the Peace Prize 
in 1995 for his work with 
Yasser Arafat and Yitzhak 
Rabin on the Oslo Accords.

Terri-Lynne McClintic is 
like “Jekyll and Hyde,” cast¬ 
ing herself as an unwilling 
participant in her lover’s 
scheme to abduct a child, 


when in fact the bloodthirsty 
young woman sought out 
Victoria Stafford and sav¬ 
agely murdered her, Michael 
Rafferty’s lawyer suggested 
Monday. 

The kidnapping was not 
orchestrated by Rafferty, 
there is no objective evidence 
that Rafferty raped Tori as al¬ 
leged, and he is not the one 
who wielded the hammer, 
Dirk Derstine suggested. For 
McClintic to testify other¬ 
wise is “absurd,” he said. 

The defence presented 


closing arguments Monday, 
and Rafferty’s lawyer told 
the jury they shouldn’t let 
the “unspeakable tragedy” of 
what happened to Tori over¬ 
whelm their deliberations. 

Rafferty was there when 
Tori died from blows to the 
head with a hammer, and he 
may have even come to real¬ 
ize at some point in the two 
and a half hours the little girl 
was being held against her 
will, Derstine told the jury. 

The rest, he scoffed, 
is a fiction invented by a 


troubled woman who “per¬ 
jured herself over and over 
and over again.” 

McClintic, who has a 
proven history of violence 
and torture ideation, was 
the true engine behind Tori’s 
death, Derstine said. 

Michael Rafferty’s moth¬ 
er was at the London, Ont., 
courthouse. She said her son 
is not guilty of killing Vic¬ 
toria. 

The Crown makes its clos¬ 
ing address Tuesday.

Planners at the Mental Health 
Commission of Canada are 
looking at the fight against 
cancer as an inspiration for 
their new campaign.

At least 
120 detained by riot 
police outside Russian 
leader’s inauguration 
ceremony 


Vladimir Putin took the oath 
of office in a brief but regal 
Kremlin ceremony on Mon¬ 
day, while on the streets out¬ 
side thousands of helmeted 
riot police prevented hun¬ 
dreds of demonstrators from 
protesting his return to the 
presidency. 

Putin, 59, has ruled Russia 
since 2000, first as president 
and then during the past four 
years as prime minister. The 
new, now six-year term will 
keep him in power until 2018, 
with the option of running for 
a fourth term. 

“I consider serving the 
fatherland and our people to 
be the meaning of my whole 
life and my duty,” Putin said 
while addressing 3,000 guests 
in a Kremlin hall glittering 
with gold leaf.

Despite unprecedented se¬ 
curity measures in the centre 
of Moscow, where streets were 
closed to traffic and passen¬ 
gers prevented from exiting 
subway stations, at least 1,000 
opposition activists tried to 
protest along the route Putin’s 
motorcade took to the Krem¬ 
lin. Police picked out anyone 
wearing the white ribbons 
that are the symbol of the anti- 
Putin protest movement. 

The demonstrators, separ¬ 
ated into several groups, were 
met by helmeted riot police. 
At least 120 were detained, 
including opposition leader 
Boris Nemtsov, who was 
grabbed while sitting at an 
outdoor cafe. In the evening, 
dozens of protesters gathered 
outside the presidential ad¬ 


ministration building, and po¬ 
lice detained them one by one, 
escorting them onto buses. 

Putin’s inauguration came 
a day after an opposition pro¬ 
test drew more than 20,000 
people, fewer than the mass 


demonstrations in the months 
that preceded his March elec¬ 
tion, but still a sign that the 
anger over Putin’s heavy- 
handed return to the Kremlin 
has not faded.

South Korea has seized 
thousands of smuggled drug 
capsules filled with powdered 
flesh from dead babies, which 
some people believe can cure 
disease, officials said Monday. 

The capsules were made 
in northeastern China from 
babies whose bodies were 
chopped into small pieces 
and dried on stoves before 
being turned into powder, the 
Korea Customs Service said. 

Customs officials refused 
to say where the dead babies 
came from or who made the 
capsules, citing possible diplo¬ 
matic friction with Beijing. 
Chinese officials ordered an 
investigation into the produc¬ 
tion of drugs made from dead 
fetuses or newborns last year. 

The customs office has 
discovered 35 smuggling at¬ 
tempts since August of about 
17,450 capsules disguised as 
stamina boosters. 

Some people believe them 
to be a panacea for disease, 
the customs service said in 
a statement. The capsules 
of human flesh, however, 
contained bacteria and other

harmful ingredients. 

The smugglers told cus¬ 
toms officials they believed 
the capsules were ordinaiy 
stamina boosters and did 
not know the ingredients or 
manufacturing process. 

Ethnic Koreans from 
northeastern China who 
now live in South Korea were 
intending to use the capsules 
themselves or share them 
with other Korean-Chinese, 
a customs official said. They 
were carried in luggage or 
sent by international mail.

The compensation package 
for Air Canada’s CEO fell 
12 per cent last year, while 
the payouts of the airline’s 
four other top executives 
soared even though con¬ 
tinued losses drove its share 
price down more than 70 
per cent. 

Calin Rovinescu earned 
$4 million in 2011, down 
from $4.55 million a year 
earlier, but higher than the 
$2.6 million during his first 
nine months on the job in 
2009, according to a proxy 
circular. 

Chief financial officer Mi¬ 
chael Rousseau, chief oper¬ 
ating officer Duncan Dee, 
chief commercial officer 
Benjamin Smith and senior

David Legge each saw their 
compensation increase by 
between 18 per cent to near¬ 
ly 47 per cent. 

Base salaries remained 
mostly steady but each 
executive saw large gains 
in share and options-based 
awards while non-equity in¬ 
centives fell. 

Rousseau’s compensa¬ 


tion grew to $1.68 million, 
Dee’s was $1.62 million, 
Smith made $1.37 million 
and Legge’s was up to $1.15 
million. 

Rovinescu’s compensa¬ 
tion doesn’t include the 
$ 5-million retention bonus 
awarded in March, which 
will show up on next year’s 
compensation. 

However, 280,000 op¬ 
tions granted to him over 
the past two years were can¬ 
celled at his request. The 
Montreal-based airline lost 
$249 million or 92 cents 
per share last year despite a 
7.7 per cent increase in rev¬ 
enues to $11.6 billion. 

Still, the executives were 
rewarded for having in¬ 
creased revenues, mitigat¬ 
ing fuel-expense increases, 
preserving liquidity, sur¬ 
passing cost-cutting targets, 
achieving high load factors 
and achieving 90 per cent of 
the pre-tax operating earn¬ 
ings targets despite fuel and 
labour challenges.

Pepsic Heirs 
of developer 
sue company 

The heirs of the man who 
helped develop the formula for 
Pepsi are suing the soda com¬ 
pany over their right to share 
with the public documents de¬ 
tailing their father’s invention. 

The daughter and son of 
Richard Ritchie say PepsiCo 
Inc. is interfering with their 
ability to market or sell the 
rights of their father’s life 
story and documents detail¬ 
ing his 1931 soda formula. 
The suit seeks a declaration 
that their disclosure of the 
documents would be protect¬ 
ed by First Amendment rights 
and wouldn’t be considered a 
trade-secret violation. 

“The original formulas of 
iconic beverages and the lore 
that surrounds their genesis 
and provenance are of great 
interest to the public,” the 
suit states. 

In a lawsuit filed in Manhat¬ 
tan federal court, Joan Ritchie 
Silleclc and Robert Ritchie also 
seek unspecified damages for 
“unjustified and improper 
acts that have interfered” with 
their rights regarding their 
father’s documents. 

A representative for Pepsi¬ 
Co said the Purchase, N.Y., 
company does not comment 
on pending litigation.

StatsCan. Non-residential 
permits still going strong 


House-building intentions 
continued to slow in March, 
but the construction industry 
as a whole still looked strong 
thanks to plans for new in¬ 
stitutional and commercial 
building. 

Statistics Canada said Mon¬ 
day that building permits rose 
an above-consensus 4.7 per 
cent to $6.8 billion for the 
month, following a 7.6 per 
cent gain the previous month. 

Economists had expected a 
more modest 1.5 per cent in¬ 
crease. But all the action was 
on the non-residential side. In¬ 
stitutional building intentions 
rose a stunning 88.4 per cent, 
mainly for government build¬ 
ings and medical facilities in 
Ontario. Meanwhile, the value 
for commercial buildings rose 
by 15.3 per cent. 

Overall, non-residential in¬ 
tentions were up 13.9 per cent 


to $2.9 billion as the industrial 
component fell 42.8 per cent. 

But the value of permits for 
the larger residential construc¬ 
tion sector slipped by 1.3 per 
cent to $3.9 billion, the sec¬ 
tor’s third consecutive month 
of decline. Single-family dwell¬ 
ing permits fell by 1.7 per cent 
and multi-family housing by 
0.7 per cent. 

In actual dwellings, per¬ 
mits issued rose 2.1 per cent 
to 17,650 in March. 

On a year-over-year basis, 
the value of residential permits 
was down slightly — 0.2 per 
cent — while non-residential 
permits were up 3.3 per cent. 

Permits are an indication 
of future construction and 
March’s numbers appeared in 
line with a softening trend in 
Canada’s housing sector, with 
sales and prices flattening.

Separating the 
man from the myth 


Marley. New 
documentary about 
iconic singer aims to 
show what Bob Marley 
was like as a friend, 
father and lover

When award-winning direc¬ 
tor Kevin MacDonald turns his 
attention to a Bob Marley docu¬ 
mentary, it’s going to go far 
beyond the “every little thing’s 
gonna be all right” aspect of the 
late reggae legend. 


“When I saw other things 
done on him in the past and 
read other books, I never felt 
like I knew him as a person,” 
says the director. 

“The aim is to see him as a 
man — what he was like as a 
lover, as a friend.” 

While he was alive, Bob 
Marley did few interviews, so 
MacDonald had to unearth 
other sources, which included 
Marley’s teacher, his half-sister 
and a childhood friend. 

“The main challenge of the 
film was getting the people to 
talk,” says MacDonald. 

“About a third of them have 
never spoken (about Marley) 
before.” 

In the film, simply titled 


Marley, MacDonald provides 
an honest look at Marley’s 
family life — he had at least 13 
children from eight different 
women — and daughter Ce- 
della speaks frankly about how 
the communal living situation 
deprived her of important time 
with her father. 

“She felt that sense that he 
was always surrounded by the 
brethren,” says MacDonald. 

“It was a religious order, al¬ 
most a military setup. He was 
called ‘Skipper,’ and he ran a 
veiy tight ship. He was strict 
with [his musicians] — he made 
them rehearse a lot. [Many 
people have an] image of Rastas 
that they lazed around smok¬ 
ing ganja all day, but in fact he 


was this driven guy.” 

MacDonald says his experi¬ 
ence helped reinforce his no¬ 
tion that it was time somebody 
re-examined the life of Bob 
Marley on film. 

“When I was making The 
Last King of Scotland, I made 
that in Uganda and I was 
amazed by how in the slums 
of Uganda, you’d come across 
huge lots of Rastas singing 
Bob’s music, playing Bob’s 
music, doing murals of his face, 
graffiti of his lyrics. I was just 
realizing how Bob still speaks 
to people.... In Tibet, Indonesia 
— not just an audience of col¬ 
lege stoners or Western people 
who chill out and love the vibe 
of it.”

Author hooks readers 
on saucy ‘lifestyle’ porn 




50 Shades of Grey. 

Book is full of hot sex 
— and even better 
surroundings

Here’s a dirty little secret: no 
matter how passionately en¬ 
gaged a woman might be, 
either in an actual intimate mo¬ 
ment with her lover, or merely 
reading about one, she might 
be distracted by the drapes. 
Or that stain that would never 
come out of the carpet, or the 
bulb that’s out in the chande¬ 
lier. 

We girls can’t help it — for 
us, atmosphere is a big part of 
the romantic equation (which, 
boys, is a big part of the magic 
behind hotel sex). This little 
insight into how much style 
matters to a female audience 
has propelled the momentous 
career of chick-flick auteur 
Nancy Meyers, whose films (It’s 
Complicated, What Women 


Want, Something’s Gotta Give) 
are successful precisely because 
they shower almost as much 
attention on the decorative de¬ 
tail of the characters’ beautiful¬ 
ly appointed interiors as they 
do on the romantic narrative. 

The latest phenomenon 
to test this principle is a book 
that was first published online 
only to become a major sensa¬ 
tion. E.L. James’s dirty little 
S&M saga 50 Shades of Grey is 
so hot with its female audience 
that bookstores are sold out of 
copies. 

And its first-time author, 
recently named one of the 100 
Most Influential People by Time 
magazine, now has a seven- 
figure contract with Vintage 
Books as well as a film deal for 
the series with Universal Pic¬ 
tures and Focus Films. Clearly, 
James knows what women 
want, and after reading the dis¬ 
mal book, I can only conclude it 
isn’t great literature. 

What 50 Shades offers its 
readers is hot sex — lots and 
lots of it — with descriptions 
of the drapes, and the wine, 
and the clothes in between. 
And the first clue that the book 


will also titillate the reader 
with its descriptions of style is 
the grey silk (read: powerful, 
fashion-forward) men’s tie on 
the cover. Our hero, Christian 
Grey, is a wildly successful and 
powerful billionaire, of course. 
The global headquarters of Mr. 
Grey’s empire are described as 
“all curved glass and steel, an 
architect’s utilitarian fantasy, 
with “GREY HOUSE” written 
discreetly in steel over the glass 
front doors.” 

Inside, in a vast lobby of 
“glass, steel and white sand¬ 
stone,” our heroine is greeted 


by an immaculate blond “in the 
sharpest charcoal suit jacket 
and white shirt that (she) has 
ever seen,” and seated in front 
of a floor-to-ceiling view of the 
Seattle skyline in an area filled 
with white leather chairs. The 
first time she lays eyes on Mr. 
Grey, he is described as “tall, 
dressed in a fine grey suit, 
white shirt and black tie with 
unruly dark copper-coloured 
hair and intense, bright grey 
eyes.” Yes, there are a lot of grey 
things in this book. 

In the plush comfort of his 
black Audi SUV (one of a per¬ 


sonal fleet of Audis), Mr. Grey 
blasts the Flower Duet by De¬ 
libes from the opera Lakme and 
Pachelbel’s Canon. “My taste 
is eclectic,” notes Grey, “every¬ 
thing from Thomas Tallis to the 
Kings of Leon.” 

Playing the full Pygmalion, 
the cultured Grey introduces 
our young heroine to oysters, 
the mysterious pleasures of 
both piloting a glider and flog¬ 
ging with a leather whip that 
sounds like it was designed by 
Ralph Lauren. They drink Pouil- 
ly Fume and pink Bollinger 
Grande Annee Rose 1999. And 


he presents her with a first edi¬ 
tion of Thomas Hardy’s Tess of 
the D’urbervilles, another Audi, 
and, weirdly, a BlackBerry (ap¬ 
parently this was written be¬ 
fore the crash of RIM and the 
arrival of the iPhone 4) as gifts. 

Along with actual pom, E.L. 
James has served up a mighty 
helping of what is typically re¬ 
ferred to in the magazine biz as 
“lifestyle pom.” 

No wonder the heroine even 
considers being Grey’s submis¬ 
sive. She’s been swept off her 
feet by a stylized tsunami of 
aspiration.

Clowning around 


“The art of clowning, of improvisation and 
acting on the spot... I believe it can make a huge 
difference in therapy and treatment, both of 
children and of adults.” 


Nimrod Eisenberg never 
wanted to enter the family 
business — medicine. 

He went to theatre 
school against his parents’ 
wishes, eventually working 
as an actor, an acrobat and 
a circus clown — fields far 
removed from the careers 
of his parents — his father 
was a doctor and his mother 
a midwife. 

But the fates had other 
plans for him. That pull of 
destiny, or perhaps of her¬ 
edity, brought Eisenberg 
closer to his parents, albeit

in his own unique way. 

Eisenberg is now a pro¬ 
fessional “medical clown” 
— a red-nosed bringer of 
cheer to couples with fertil¬ 
ity problems. 

“I was the one who ran 


away from the family des¬ 
tiny, who did not want to go 
work in a hospital,” he said. 
“Eventually, in a twist of 
fate, I’m immersed in hos¬ 
pitals, doctors and nurses.” 

Medical clowning is part 


of a broader Israeli project 
Eisenberg joined 10 years 
ago called Dream Doctors, 
which brings “clowning 
therapy” to hospitals. 

It’s based on the idea 
that the presence of clowns 
during medical treatment 
can help improve patients’ 
success rate. 

He and his partner-in- 
clown, Jerome Arous, ar¬ 
rived in big floppy shoes 
and bright red noses at the 
Royal Victoria Hospital’s 
fertility wing in Montreal 
on Thursday, hoping to 


bring some levity to pa¬ 
tients undergoing in-vitro 
fertilization treatments. 

The head of the fertil¬ 
ity centre is thus far with¬ 
holding judgment. There 
has been an Israeli study 
showing some benefit to 
the practice, but Dr. Han- 
anel Holzer says he has yet 
to see a large enough study 
that confirms any medical 
impact from clowns. 

“Is it really true? I am 
not convinced. Not yet,” 
Holzer said.

Since selling my house and 
discovering my mortgage pre¬ 
payment penalty would be a 
whopping $5,000, I’ve been 
hunting for ways to reduce the 


break fee. 

Ihe best idea is to avoid the 
fees in the first place by know¬ 
ing the ins-and-outs of the 
mortgage before you sign the 
papers. 

When you sign a mort¬ 
gage, you are committing to 
a multi-year legal contract to 
re-pay money (with interest) in 
exchange for receiving an im¬ 
mediate benefit — the money 
with which to buy a house. 

From a legal standpoint, the 
person who is wanting out of 
a mortgage is breaking a con¬ 


tract and has to pay up. Know 
your pre-payment penalty and 
ensure you have the flexibility 
to make lump sum or double 
up payments on the mortgage. 

If you’re like me and have 
already sold your property, 
prepay the mortgage up to 
the allowable limit. Typically a 
borrower can pay a lump sum 
on the mortgage each year be¬ 
tween 10 and 20 per cent of the 
original value of the mortgage. 

You can do this through 
online banking or ask your 
lawyer to have the bank apply 


the allowable lump sum to the 
principle balance when the old 
mortgage is being paid out. 

The penalty is then applied 
only to the remaining balance 
of the mortgage, which could 
reduce the fee by thousands of 
dollars. 

Using RBC’s mortgage pre¬ 
payment calculator, I know 
that by paying an extra 10 per 
cent in principle on my mort¬ 
gage balance, I can save $600 in 
break fees. 

Coming up with the funds 
to pre-pay a mortgage can be a 


challenge. Some turn to their 
home-equity line of credit, 
which doesn’t have a prepay¬ 
ment fee. Others take out a 
traditional loan or borrow 
from a friend. If you’re going 
to pre-pay, ensure the benefits 
of the pre-payment (i.e. the sav¬ 
ings on the penalty) are greater 
than the costs of borrowing 
funds. 

Alternatively, negotiate 
with your existing lender to 
reduce or eliminate the fee 
in exchange for keeping your 
mortgage business with them.

Spring is a time of optimism 
as students graduate and 
venture out into the world of 
work. 

It’s also the season when 
young’uns may need cars, 
clothes, travel funds and fur¬ 
niture as they spread their 
adult wings. 

And to acquire all that 
stuff, they often need a co¬ 
signer because they can’t yet 
qualify for loans on their own. 

Here are seven things to 
keep in mind if you are asked 
to guarantee a loan. 

1. Lenders consider co-sign¬ 
ers joint borrowers who are 
equally responsible for the 
amount owing. 

2. The loan will likely will 
appear on your credit report 
and may adversely affect your 
credit score, especially if pay¬ 
ments aren’t made on time. 
Debt collectors could pursue 
you if the loan is in arrears. 

3. Since co-signers are legally 
responsible for the loan, mon¬ 
itor it closely. Happily, if you

co-sign with a federally regu¬ 
lated financial institution, 
you are entitled to receive the 
same information as the per¬ 
son who takes out the loan. 

4. Before you become a co¬ 
signer, consider the worst-case 
scenario. Can you afford the 
loss? Even if there is an asset 
involved, like a car, it may be 
worth less than the amount 
owing. 

5. Aside from the money what 
would it do to your relation¬ 
ship with the primary bor¬ 
rower if there were problems 
with the loan? Co-signing is 
the same as lending money 
and should be treated as such. 

6. If you are co-signing for a 
family member other than 
your child or for a child who 
has been away from home for 
some time, ask for a credit re¬ 
port. This can create tension, 
but if they have trouble pay¬ 
ing off debts, how is that go¬ 
ing to be different with you as 
a co-signer? 

7. When the loan has been 
repaid, get a statement from 
the lender that the debt has 
been discharged and check 
your credit report to ensure it 
is noted. 

Most experts will advise 
against co-signing, but we as 
parents always want to help 
our kids. 

Still, make sure you are 
aware of the consequences 
when you are responsible for 
someone else’s debt.

Have you bought an old prop¬ 
erty and need to fix it up? 
Had kids ... and need another 
room? Or just want to add a 
second bathroom? 

Geoff Dillon, senior dir¬ 
ector of retail and business 
banking for CIBC, says in 
planning a home renovation, 
you should have a good idea 
of budget, labour and ma¬ 
terial costs, and if you need to 
finance the renovations, the 
specific time period to repay 
it. 

Here are financing op¬ 
tions. 

• Cash on hand. If you are 
looking at a renovation that 
will cost $10,000 or less, you 
may have cash put away for 
that. But don’t deplete all of 
the money you have saved — 
just in case, says Dillon. 

• Credit card. You could put 


materials, etc., for smaller 
renovations on credit but be 
careful not to carry the bal¬ 
ance for too long. Interest 
rates can be very high. 

• Line of credit. A line of 
credit provides the most flex¬ 
ibility in that you only bor¬ 
row what you need, when 
you need it. “These projects 
can take months,” says Dave 


Stafford, managing director, 
real estate secured lending, 
Scotiabanlc, “and you draw 
only the funds you need — 
and pay interest on the actual 
costs you incur.” 

There are two kinds: 

• Secured line of credit (se¬ 
cured against real estate). 
If you have equity in your 
home, this is probably the 


best financing option, says 
Stafford. And the interest rate 
is lower than most personal 
loans and credit cards. 

• Unsecured line of credit. 
Approval is based on your 
overall credit history, in¬ 
come, the amount of money 
you are looking to borrow 
and the amount of money 
you have already borrowed. 


The interest rates would be 
higher on this line of credit 
because it is unsecured. 

• Mortgage refinancing. 
Refinancing your existing 
mortgage lets you spread re¬ 
payment over a long period 
at mortgage interest rates. 
Because it’s fixed, you have to 
know upfront what you want 
to borrow. Also, there are 


rules around how much you 
can refinance. For example, 
Canada Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corporation caps refinan¬ 
cing at 85 per cent of the 
home’s value, says Stafford. 

• Personal loan. One benefit 
of a personal loan, says Dil¬ 
lon, is the clear payback time 
frame. A five-year loan would 
be paid back in five years. 
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Dig these landscaping tips for first-timers

As a first-time homeowner 
you are deluged with so many 
plans for your new address 
that settling on a flower bed 
here versus a pair of shrubs 
there can be overwhelming. 

Spend your landscape dol¬ 
lars wisely and do plenty of 
research before heading out 
to the garden centre, advises 


Denis Flanagan, public rela¬ 
tions director for the Land¬ 
scape Ontario Horticultural 
Trades Association. By follow¬ 
ing these two rules you are 
less likely to blow your budget 
or end up with tropical plants 
that don’t have a hope of sur¬ 
viving the arctic climate in 
which you live. 

“Do your homework and 
try to get a bit of a road map 
to guide you is the secret,” he 
says. “We’re a bit like kids in a 


candy store, especially at this 
time of year. Doing your re¬ 
search ahead of time will help 
you avoid buying on impulse.” 

If you have earmarked 
some money for your out¬ 
doors, Flanagan highly rec¬ 
ommends investing in a 
landscape designer or con¬ 
sultant. 

A good designer will assess 
your needs and lay out a gar¬ 
dening plan that can be done 
gradually over a number of 


years, depending on your 
budget. 

But if hiring an expert is 
out of reach, there are plenty 
of alternatives. Once you get 
to know your new neighbours 
and their gardens, ask if they 
are interested in trading seeds 
and cuttings from plants that 
need to be divided. Do the 
same with friends, relatives 
and co-workers. 

Flanagan recommends join¬ 
ing your local horticultural so¬ 


ciety. Often, these groups offer 
free or low-cost seminars and 
talks on a wide range of land¬ 
scape and gardening concerns. 
In addition, this is where you 
will learn about community 
plant swaps and sales that 
don’t break the bank. 

Some municipalities offer 
soil, mulch, compost and even 
trees for free. For stones, bricks 
and other gardening materials, 
check out demolition sites, but 
get permission first. 


Flanagan warns that you 
need to be careful about what 
you plant in your yard. Just 
because something is free 
doesn’t mean you will want 
it, no matter how beautiful. 
Certain plants are invasive 
and will choke out others so 
be mindful. Again, do your re¬ 
search. 

When in doubt, ask an ex¬ 
pert at landscapeontario.com, 
where questions are fielded by 
master gardeners. 


Feel better about your home 


An eco-friendly renovation is a 
well-planned project that is in 
response to your needs — and 
no more, says Francois For¬ 
tin, technical and sustainable 
construction services, RONA. 
Environmentally friendly 
materials are used whenever 
possible, says Fortin. And the 
renovation improves energy 
efficiency and reduces de¬ 
mand for water overall. 

“While it is about saving 
money,” says Chris Higgins, 
homes expert with the Canada 
Green Building Council in Van¬ 
couver, “it’s also something 
you can feel better about.” 

Here are 10 eco-friendly 
choices: 

1 Source building products 
locally to cut down on 
transportation miles. 

2 Look for recycled materi¬ 
als. For example, Win¬ 
nipeg’s Anpex makes floor¬ 
ing and countertops out of 
crushed porcelain from toilets. 

3 For healthy flooring, al¬ 
ways choose a hard ma¬ 
terial such as hardwood, lino¬ 
leum and vinyl tile instead of 
installed carpeting. “Statistics 
show that at the end of its life, 
30 to 40 per cent of the weight

of carpet can be dirt,” says Hig¬ 
gins. 

4 Look for FSC (Forestry 
Stewartship Certification) 
certification on wood prod¬ 
ucts. FSC means trees were 
harvested in a responsible 
manner. 

5 Use low VOC (volatile or¬ 
ganic compound) paint 
and floor finishes. 

6 Choose Energy Star rated 
products such as appli¬ 
ances and windows. The desig¬ 
nation identifies energy effi¬ 
cient products. (An old fridge 


can use 15 per cent of elec¬ 
tricity consumed in a house 
that’s heated by gas.) 

^ If you are removing dry- 
/ wall, etc., improve insu¬ 
lation. “Insulating your attic 
is like wearing a toque in 
the winter time,” says Shaun 
Loney, executive director of 
BUILD, a non-profit contractor 
in Winnipeg specializing in 
energy and water efficient 
retrofits. Insulating the base¬ 
ment is like wearing pants. 
Payback will be about three 
years. 


8 Upgrade the gas furnace. 

Up to about 50 per cent 
of available energy is wasted 
in an old furnace, says Loney. 
“A high-efficiency natural gas 
furnace is about 95 per cent 
efficient.” 

Use a 1.5 gallon/six litre 
per minute aerated 
shower head — it’s inexpen¬ 
sive (about $20), cuts water 
consumption in half, and 
saves energy because it’s hot 
water, says Loney. 

g Install a six-litre high- 
XU efficiency flush toilet. 
(Visit map-testing.com for 
flushing performance scores.)

After pouring your life sav¬ 
ings into buying your first 
home, you may balk at spend¬ 
ing more money for that final 
renovation. But how do you 
know when to do it yourself 
and when to call in a con¬ 
tractor? 

Mag Ruffrnan, the DIY guru 
behind shows like A Repair to 
Remember and Lowes Family 
Fun Projects at Lowes.ca, says 
the first questions is — will 
you DIY and die? 

“The question I always ask 
is, ‘Has anyone died doing 
this?”’ she says, only half jok¬ 
ing. 

If the answer is yes — and 
that often involves electrical 
or plumbing — you will want 
to call in a pro. “It’s not some¬ 
thing you can make assump¬ 


tions about and assume you’ll 
be lucky,” she says. “Luck 
tends to work against you.” 

Beyond that, it comes 
down to comfort, cost and 
knowledge. Ruffrnan says you 
can get comfortable with basic 
power tools to handle jobs like 
drywalling if you have an ex¬ 
pert show you the ropes. 

Ruffrnan observes that 
with home renovations, you 
can have any two of good, 
cheap or fast — but not all 
three. If you DIY, expect it to 
take a long time, but to cost 
less. A pro will cost more, but 
will likely be faster. For big 
jobs, consider compromising 
to bring down the cost. Gut 
the bathroom before hiring a 
pro to install the new one, or 
have a pro build the frame of 
your deck and do the decking 
yourself. 

Ruffrnan says that while 
the knowledge of redoing 


flooring is fairly easy to ob¬ 
tain, carpeting requires tools 
and skills. Bathrooms and 
kitchens play an outsized role 
in the resale value of your 
home, so think carefully be¬ 
fore doing it yourself. 

Jim Rivait, CEO of the 
Canadian Homebuilders Asso¬ 
ciation in Alberta, says a good 
contractor will also know the 
building code and what per¬ 
mits are required. 

He adds that electrical 
problems can lead to fires, and 
plumbing miscues can cause 
floods. 

Rivait says if you hire a pro, 
look for the RenoMarlc. “They 
can be assured the renova¬ 
tor follows a certain code of 
ethics,” he says. “They have 
to provide some form of war¬ 
ranty.” 

RenoMarlc currently oper¬ 
ates in six provinces and plans 
to go nationwide soon.

Whether you are looking to 
delineate your property or 
give your home a little added 
privacy, a fence is the ideal 
choice to add both style and 
function to your yard. But 
while it’s a job that can be 
done by the DIY set, taking 
some tips — or even some as¬ 
sistance — from the pros can 
help to ensure the job is done 
right the first time for a long 
time. 

“It’s something that people 
can do — the basic prin¬ 
ciples of fence-building are 
fairly simple — but there are 
a couple of things that you 
should do to make it easier,” 
said Brian Kudhaya, owner of 
AMBK Fence & Deck. 

Before doing any work, 


Kudhaya said you must con¬ 
tact Ontario One Call, (onlcall. 
ca) to ensure that your various 
underground connections are 
clearly mapped out — which 
includes hydro, cable, tele¬ 
phone, and gas. “It’s the most 
costly mistake you can make,” 
he explained. “It’s a free ser¬ 
vice, but if you damage one of 
these lines you’re responsible 
for paying to fix it.” 

He added that having your 
property survey on hand is an¬ 
other must to ensure you are 
building on your own land. 
Kudhaya also recommends 
calling in the pros to do the 
heavy lifting — or drilling, as 
the case may be. “Hire some¬ 
one to dig the post holes and 
put in the posts — that’s the 
hardest part of the job.” 

Fence posts must be sunk 
below the frost line to a min¬ 
imum of three to four feet. 

From there, the style, 
height, and materials used 
in your fence are up to your 
personal preference. The most 
common material used is 
pressure-treated wood, which 
offers added privacy. But there 


are other styles available, in¬ 
cluding chain link, vinyl, and 
even stucco or brick. 

Another key tool the aver¬ 
age homeowner must have 
when building a fence is pa¬ 
tience — especially when it 
comes to ensuring the fence 
posts are properly set. “Some 
people will want to make sure 
that their posts are firmly in 
place, but they won’t wait 
the 12 to 24 hours the con¬ 
crete needs to set,” he said. 
“So they’ll walk by and shake 
the post — and all that does 
is mean that you have to redo 
the concrete. That just adds to 
the cost.” 

And, of course, if you do 
choose to go the professional 
route, either for setting the 
posts or doing the full job, 
make sure you get a reputable 
builder. 

“Ask for references and I 
would suggest shying away 
from under-the-table people,” 
he said. “If something goes 
wrong with your fence, a rep¬ 
utable builder will come back 
and fix it. The under-the-table 
people will disappear.”

PACK A FULL CREDIT 
INTO ONE MONTH 
DURING SUMMER 

Summer studies may conjure up images 
of toiling in a dank library basement 
while your friends lounge on the beach, 
but many universities and colleges offer 
off-season courses that are fun and aca¬ 
demically rewarding. 

Ada Schmude, associate registrar at 
the University of Alberta, says that a 
visiting faculty member will often offer 
a course not normally available, or stu¬ 
dents can just focus on one subject. 

“Sometimes it can be to catch up, or 
to get ahead, and also to take advantage 
of these opportunities during a time 
when they’re not having to focus on 
their full-time studies,” she says. 

That chance to dig deep into a 
subject — literally — appeals to those 
who take the course on archeological 
field methods, where students get to 


learn on an actual site in Alberta. Other 
classes take students to the Northwest 
Territories to learn about design in tra¬ 
ditional environments, or to study sus¬ 
tainability via outdoor education in 
rural Alberta (the ad shows two students 
paddling a canoe through rapids). Oth¬ 
ers take students abroad to learn 
languages and art first-hand. 

Sarah Witol, program manager for 
professional and international programs 
at the University of Toronto’s 
Wordsworth College, says the ability to 
pack a full academic year’s credit into a 
month is a big appeal. International 


courses take the stress out of travel, as 
the university does the planning, but of¬ 
fer more than a touristic perspective. 
Students stay on local campuses and 
live like a local student from Europe to 
Kenya. 

She says students spend a few hours 
a day in the classroom four days a week 
and the rest of the week on field trips. 
“In Hong Kong, we have business stu¬ 
dents who are studying cases in class 
and then they go out and see some fac¬ 
tories,” Witol says. “It makes things a 
lot more real.” 

It can also be a great opportunity to 


make global contacts that can flourish 
in later years. For other students, it’s a 
chance to see if they really want to 
make a career out of their degree. “Es¬ 
pecially for programs that are hands-on. 
We have a program in Jordan which is 
an archeological dig,” she says. 

If you spend a month combing 
through desert sands under a blazing 
sun and leave grinning, it’s probably the 
right career path for you. 

Courses range between $5,000 and 
$8,000, all inclusive, and there are 
many bursaries and grants available via 
student services. - Jon Tattrie

Michele Caron has a word of advice for 
people interested in a career in osteopa¬ 
thy. 

“We always encourage students if 
they have not had an osteopathic treat¬ 
ment to have one done,” says the Cana¬ 
dian College of Osteopathy’s (CCO) 
Halifax program director.

Lauther is in London, Ont., 
for the weeklong event held 
each year to showcase Can¬ 
adian Interuniversity Sport 
players who will be eligible for 
the following year’s CFL draft. 

“You have to bring your 
A-game because a lot of what 
happens in the draft depends 
on this and the season you 
have next year,” Lauther said. 
“So this is the biggest game for 
me, so far.” 

Lauther led the CIS in scor¬ 
ing last season with 91 points 
and helped the Huskies to the 
AUS final against the Acadia 
Axemen. His 17 field goals were 
the fourth-highest single-sea¬ 
son total in conference history. 

“I put in a lot of extra time, 
and sacrificed a lot of other 
things, to be more dedicated 
and I did a lot better than any 
other year,” Lauther said. 

Lauther has spent the sum¬ 
mer training with Saint Mary’s 
alumnus Justin Palardy, who is 
preparing for his third CFL sea¬ 
son as kicker for the Winnipeg 


Blue Bombers, in hopes he’ll be 
at his best for next week and 
the coming season. 

“Playing pro has always 
been a dream of mine,” he 


said. “It’s unrealistic for most 
people, but the opportunity has 
come up and I definitely want 
to do it and see how it works 
out.”
